The Employer Training Expenditure Survey collects information on employers’ 
expenditure in providing formzl training for their employees during the 
September quarter in Australia. Statistics on the costs incurred by organisations 
in tra employees are produced i Mag capi? and employer size for both the 
public and private sectors. The Training Practices Survey, presently being 
developed, will collect data on employers’ training structures and those factors 
which influence the level of training. 


Formal training is defined as training activities which have a structured plan and 
format designed to develop work related skills and competence. Informal 
training is excluded from the survey because of the considerable difficulties 
associated with its measurement. However, structured on-the-job training fits 
the definition of formal training and is included in the survey. 


The survey coliects direct costs associated with training time. It excludes the 
replacement cost of employees on training courses and training undertaken 
outside normal working hours at no expense to the employer. Data for the 
survey is recorded on an actual ot tah esau basis. Annual fees (such as 
enrolment fees for educational institutions) are only included in the survey if they 
are paid in the reference period. 


The 1990 Training Expenditure Survey provided the first available statistics on 
employer training expenditure since the introduction of the Training Guarantee. 


The results from the 1993 Training Expenditure Survey will enable comparisons 
over a three year period. The Training Practices Survey will be conducted for the 
first time in 1994, 


The pu of the data is to measure the amount and types of formal training 
saaed by employers.
